CEBNTLEMEN, 
E hold it a duty incumbent upon as, in order to the 


preſerving the Peace of this Commonwealth,as well 
| asto give you ſarisfation in an extraordinary paſ- 
ſage of Providence that lately hath befallen us , 


which nothing bur neceflity and ſence of duty could 
have prevailed with us to have undertaken. 

Ot late, the old ſpirit of Malignancy in all parts of the Nation appeared 
as well in the old profeſſed Adverſaries, as Neuters and pretended friends, 
who,having ſworn a confederacy and ſecrefic,and firted and prepared them- 
ſelves to have ſwallowed up the Intereſt of the good people of this Com- 
monwealth, through the bleſſing of God were prevented in very many 
places; only in Cheſhire oy got an head, as we preſume you have long 
fiace heard. Aga'nſt which force, the Lord Lambert was ſent with a Bri- 
gade, who (with the hazard of all thatwasdear to thew) with chearful- . 
neſs undertook that ſervice: And God having, according to his wonted 
kindnefvgiven an iſſue to that undertaking (even-when the enemy conclu- 
ded of ſucceſs) The Officers there, weighing their duty in improving that 
Ggnal metcy,and confidering how craftily thoſe that bere ro the Adverſary 
good-will in former times, had by fair ſpeeches, prerences and ſuggeſtions, 
cheated us of our hopes and expectations; and finding the diſeaſe more pe- 
neral than was to be ſuppoſed to be underſtood by the Patliament, did a- 
gree upon an humble Perition.and Propoſals to them: with a very ſober 
and Chriſtian Letter, ſending the ſaid Petition and Propoſals in the ſaid 
Letter to the Lord Fleetwood, with a defire , that if he thought it fir; ir 
might be communicated to a General Councill of Officers for their appro- 
bation. - His Lordſhip forthwith communicared the ſaid Lerter and Paper 
ro Sir Arthur Heſfilrig, with a defire, that bimſelf,Sir Henry Vane, and Ma- 
jor Salwey, would give his Lordſhip a meeting, ro confider what was fit to 
be done therein, who promiſed ro anſwer his Lordſhips defire : Bur not- 
withſtanding in ſtead thereof, the nexr day the ſaid Sir Arthur acquainted 
the Houſe, (for what reaſon we know nor) of the ſaid Paper, and thax 
there was. a dange1ous defign among thole faithful Servants of the Com- 
mon wealth, Upon which rumors were-ſpread abroad of introducing a Go- 
vernment by a fingle Perſon (which wasdireRly contrary to the ſcope and- 
defire of the ſaid Paper) Whereupon the Houſe ordered an Admonirion to 
be.given to the Officers of the Army ; and reproachful ſpeeches were fre- 
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ently caſt up and down of ſending ; 6 Lord Lambert to the Tow!r, and 
{ ws ſome of. the chief Officers jane ſaid Brigade daſerved to be hapg'd, 
drawn Lad: ute; By all which we clecerly perceived,” the delign 
was cither to divide, between -the Raglgment and the Army» or berween 
the Army and the goo# People of the Nation, or the Army within its. 
ſelf, Upon which the Officets here-mety \and agreed upon an humble 
Repreſentation and Petition, which they delivered to the Houſe,” and 
had their Thanks, with a promiſe thatthezir Propoſals in the ſaid Periri- 
en ſhould be taken imo confideration: Ar which General Council { to 
the end that nothing might be done by us, but what you might hare full 
knowleage of) diredtians were given for ſending the ſame, together with 
ths reafons and gro:nds thereof ſeritunco you. One of which Letters being 
ſent to Col. 044ys Regiment 3 was brought into the Hpuſe Þy a member 
thereof. The Houſe thereupondeelared the Locd Flettywod?s Camile 
fon void, togerher with the Commiſſions of the Lord REambert , Ma jor 
Genral Disbrow, and ſeven more Field Officers, And all this was done 
without ſo much as hearing chem ſpeak one ward for themſelves, or ex- 
2mining wherher the names, ſubſcribed ro the ſaid Letter, were the hand- 
writing of the ſaid Officers, and all arifing upon the ſame matter, for 
which, before:they hail given Thanks to: the Army (an ill requiral for 
their unwearied pains for the ſervice of this Commonwealth) And ſome 
who ſcemed more eager to inflit puniſhment upon thoſe Officers that ſub= * 
ducd the common Enemy, then upon the common Enemy by them ſub- 
dued, had ſo contrived it,. that the Regiment commanded by Collonel 
Morley (whowirh fix others, were appointed z» command the Army) wag 
brought on for the Guard of the Houſe, fix or {eyen Barrels of Powder 
laid in, rogether with proviſfiens, in order to the effeual proſecution iof 
the ſaid Defign. | 
So ſoon as the Officers had the knowledg of theſe proceedings, and 
finding all once more laid ar ſtake, reſolved totruſt the Lord with the Iffte, 
and took Armesfor the preſervation of the good People, and Peace of 
theſe Nations, and have pnt a ſtop tothe firting of rhe Parliament for the 
preſenr, concluding ita betraying ob thae- Cauſe and Intereſt, more pre 
cio:is then our lives, and for which we. have often jecoparded us all, to ſuf - 
fer this Army, thar God hath made the Bulwark of the Peace of the Na- 
tion, to be divided and broken, to anſwer the ends and: defigns of evil- 
minded men. And therefore upon the whole yg. Our humble requeſt cg 
you is's That you would 'not haſtily judg this Aion ; It being our de- 
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{ire and deſign to approve: our hearts ro God, that our end is the Glory of 


God, .the Peace of theſe Nativns, and the ſertlement thereof in the way 
of a Common-wealrh, withour a ſingle Perſon, or Houſe of Peers. And 
th2cefore whatever reportsor ſuggeſtions the Enemy may raiſe to the con- 
trary ;} . We defire you would give no place or credit cthereumto. Bur in 
our ſeveral places ſtrive to preſerve the Peace, and to ſuppreſs any rut- 
== or diſcontented Spirit , 'or contrivance of che Enemy, under whar 
ame or appearance ſoever it ſhall ſhow irſelf; In order to which the Of- 
Ecers here, ara General Council , have with 'an unanimeus conſent ac- 
lnowledged and owned the Loxd Fleetwood, Commander in Chicf of the 
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Army; and declaredrheirrefo 
allbe given or communicated by his Lordfhip ; and to look on thoſe- 
at are contrary mindedy as diſtutbers of the Peace of the Army ; and 

further have under confiderarion what may be h ceſfary and fir, in'Order to 

the ſpeedy and effeual ſentgnienrofithe Armies and thisCommon-wealth, 

And for your more full and; clear Informatiog in theſe things, We have 

fertt you-Copies-of 6ur ſkid Ropreſencation; ad Petition, and Letters , 

upon which the Houſe paſſed the ſaid Vores. We ſhall add no more, bur 
commend you to the Lord , and defire your Prayers*thar God would now 
appear in giving wiſdome and underſtanding , that we may know what to 
doy and find his preſence with us in our undertakings, that the end of this 
may be his Glory, the comfort of thoſe rhar fear the Lord, and the Peace 
and good ſertlement of this Common-wealth, Bor a more particular at- 
count of affairs here at preſent; We refer you tothe bearer hereof, Cel.

K Ith how great relutancy we put Pen to Paper againſt you ,

ſame bond of love as eyerz can bear us witneſs ; yer, that 
we may not be wanting in our duty to God, our Country arid Poſte: iti:'s in 
a day of ſo great tryai as is come upon usz we are conſtrained tc bear our 
Teſtimony againſt your late violent — upon thePailiament of Exg- 
land ; fox which procecdings we confeſs our ſelves alrogether ignorant of 
a warra ntable ground ( notwithſtanding the account you have given us ) 
cirher from Scripture, Reaſon, or N eceflity : 'For , ſuppoſe the account 


you, have given ysef that Action to be impartial ( which yer we think we 


have ſome ground to ſuſpe t..) We would gladly know what ground there 
could be of ſending abour your late Petition and Repreſeutation, to create 
Greatneſs and Power,imMen. (a thing of dangerous conſequence ) after 
you had received the Parliaments Anſwer thereunto3 | i 
If you avow the:Thanks of the Houſe 2 We anſwer, Thoſe had no rela- 
tion to the marrer of the Petition ; for that rhey gave their ſence of thar 
before, viz. That-it was Dangerous, Chargeablc, and Wſtieſs to make move 
General Officers than they bad*made ; Their Thanks were -onely for your 
good expreſſions in the Petition, whereof they could nor but have theſe 
eſpecially in their conſideration, tiz, your acknowkdging them the Su- 
pream Authority of theſe Nations, and your ſelves theit faithfull and obe- 
dient Servants : Now-by appointing a Committee to.Recomunend that 
Petition to all Regiments for a7” oe after.ſo great a progreſs made 
in it by a few, and the tarliamems Negative ſence declared of it, What 
could there be in deſign, bur a brvoge up the Army againſt the Parlia- 
ment ?

And is Servitade and Oppceſlion already becone ſo dz:ſirable a thing, rhir 
ic muſt b2 courted and petition:d for 2 WAaar can ſo readily create Servi- 
rude, as the contratting the Power of the Nation in ſonxcrow a ſpace as 
2 Single Perſon, or a few of any on: Fa&ion ? Will not this be to Rule 
th2.reſt of the Nation with a Rod of Iron > Fo:, can any thing bur Fo:ce 
opporr ſuch a Gavcramenrt ? yea, ſuch a Force as maſt bzgger our ſelves 
and poſtecities, in 2 vecy few years, even to their kins? We beſcech 
you lay theſe things fincerely upon your hearts, and ltr not the ancienc 
Foundation of our Liberties ( we mean the Authority of Parliam-nrs ) be 
deſtroyed, or mide conteraprible : You cannot bur acknowledge, chat 
the blefling of Bod was on us in all our pablick enterpciz:s, whileſt we 
ſtood by chem, and as great a withdcawing of Hs preſence from us, when 
we fell from thtm.
